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The  primary  purpose  of  this  1st  Psychological  Research  Unit  (1 
Psych  Research  Unit)  Annual  Report  is  to  provide  the  Australian  Army  with  a 
summary  of  tasks  undertaken  by  the  Unit  during  calendar  year  1988.  In 
addition,  it  provides  details  of  Research  Reports,  Research  Notes, 

Technical  Reports  and  Technical  Notes  published  by  the  unit  during  the 
year . 

CcDTimand  and  Control.  The  1  Psych  Research  Unit  is  an  integrated 
Regular  Army/ Army  Reserve  unit  of  the  Axastralian  Army  Psychology  Corps.  It 
is  under  the  functional  command  of  Headquarters  2nd  Military  District; 
technical  control  is  exercised  by  the  Directorate  of  Psychology  -  Army 
(DPSYCH-A);  administrative  support  is  provided  by  Local  Administration, 
Canberra;  and  the  unit  has  affiliations  with  Personnel  Branch,  Army  Office. 

Tasking .  Unit  tasking  is  usually  from  or  through  DPSYCH-A, 
althoxogh  some  tasking  is  at  the  Commanding  Officer's  discretion. 

Tasks  are  of  three  broad  types.  Firstly,  the  Unit  supports  the 
day-to-day  functions  of  the  Psychology  Corps.  This  includes  tasks  such  as 
test  renorming,  test  developnent,  and  research  into  personnel  selection  and 
training  operations,  including  production  of  management  statistics  and 
manpower  projections. 

Secondly,  in  line  with  its  Personnel  Branch  affiliation,  the  Unit 
does  research  to  support  the  Staff.  In  recent  years  this  Irias  included 
attitude  and  opinion  surveys  relating  to  job  satisfaction  and  turnover  and 
sociological  impact  studies  in  support  of  personnel  management  policy 
decisions.  This  category  has  consumed  the  majority  of  Unit  resources 
during  1988. 

Thirdly,  the  Unit  responds  to  a  wide  range  of  ad  hoc  requests  for 
support.  These  range  from  conducting  interpersonnel  relations  training  for 
the  Defence  Training  Centre  and  supporting  the  Australian  Defence  Force 
Acadony  interpersonnel  relations  and  stress  management  training,  to 
providing  advice  on  the  development  of  any  type  of  questionnaire,  personnel 
research  proposal,  or  training  analysis  proposal.  All  of  these  tasks  are 
consistent  with  the  Unit's  role. 

Role.  The  role  of  the  1  Psych  Research  Unit  is  to  condiict 
personnel  research  and  to  maintain  psychological  records,  specifically: 

a.  Category  A.  Carry  out  routine  and  confidential  follow-up  studies 
into  the  efficiency  of  current  psychological  techniques  and 
selection  procedures.  This  includes  maintaining  Psychology  Corps 
data  bases. 

b.  Category  B.  Respond  to  requests  from  Department  of  Defence  (Army 
Office)  and  other  government  departinents  for  specific  research 
projects . 

c.  Category  C.  Initiate  research  projects  which  have  a  direct  bearing 
on  the  efficiency  of  the  Army. 

d.  Category  D.  Develop  new  psychological  tests,  and 

s-  Category  E.  Assist  in  operational  research  tasks.

Research  Priorities.  Unit  priorities  are  determined  by  the 
following  classifications: 


a.  Priority  1.  Projects  which  are  essential  to  the  Unit's  role  and 
which  provide  maximum  benefit  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Army. 
Priority  1  projects  have  dedicated  research  resources. 

b.  Priority  2 .  Projects  which  are  an  integral  part  of  the  Unit's  role 
and  which  are  important  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Army.  Research 
resources  may  not  be  available  for  all  Priority  2  projects. 

c.  Priority  3 .  Projects  which  are  related  to  the  Unit's  role  and  when 
completed  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  Army.  Research  resources  may 
not  be  available  for  all  Priority  3  projects. 

Form  of  Reports.  Reports  are  prepared  in  one  of  the  following 

formats: 

a.  Research  Reports.  Research  reports  are  self-contained,  empirically 

based,  presented  in  the  context  of  current  theory  and  practice  and 
meet  the  standards  required  for  publication  in  a  learned  jo\imal. 
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b.  Research  Notes.  Research  notes  are  empirically  based  and 
substantially  interpretive  of  the  data  collected.  They  are 
normally  written  in  response  to  a  specific  request.  These  requests 
commonly  require  an  answer  as  soon  as  possible  and  therefore 
research  notes  tend  to  lack  the  depth  of  theoretical  background  and 
sophisticated  discussion  expected  of  an  article  in  a  learned 
journal . 

c.  Technical  Reports.  These  are  self-contained,  theoretically-based 
reports  concerned  with  specific  issues.  They  take  the  form  of  a 
position  paper  or  general  overview  of  either  i-esearch  or 
theoretical  issues  and  usually  deal  with  new  technical  methodology 
or  theory. 

d.  Technical  Notes.  Technical  notes  are  short,  theoretically-based 
papers  supplying  information  obtainable  by  bibliographic  research. 
They  provide  the  backgroiand  for  implementing  technical  procedures. 

Service  Papers.  These  papers  are  unpublished  reports  prepared  in 
response  to  specific  requests  for  information  or  as  a  statement  of 
the  Unit's  position  on  various  matters.  With  priority  and  time 
considerations  permitting,  service  papers  may  be  converted  into  one 
of  the  earlier  categories  and  be  more  widely  distributed. 

In  addition,  there  are  .lany  ad  hoc  requests  for  assist2ince  that 
occupy'  from  a  few  hours  to  several  days  of  time,  but  which  are  never 
formally  recognised  as  Unit  projects.  Replies  are  either  verbal,  or  by 
military  corresporutence  such  as  Letters  and  Minutes.  These  include 
providing  advice  on  the  wording  of  questions  (eg  Army  Review  Committee 
interview  questions);  the  structure  of  questionnaires  (eg  training 
validation  questionnaires) ;  providing  advice  to  Anny  Canmand  cind  Staff 
College  students  on  research  topics  and  materials  and  obtaining  informcition 
for  them;  and  responding  to  general  requests  for  information  from  both 
Defence  personnel  and  those  from  some  other  government  departments. 

Support  to  the  Defence  Training  Centre  and  the  Australian  Defence  Force 
Acadony  for  the  conduct  of  interpersonal  skills  and  stress  management 
training  is  a  regular  consumer  of  manpower  resources  and  could  consume  inany 
more  reso'orces  if  permitted. 

The  contents  of  this  report  are  divided  into  three  broad 
categories.  These  are; 

a.  Part  1 .  Suranary  of  completed  research  projects. 

Part  2 .  Summary  of  ongoing  I'esearch  projects,  and 

Part  3.  A  listing  of  other  significant  unit  activities. 

A  standardized  reporting  template  is  used  to  summarize  both  completed  and 
ongoing  research  projects. 

During  1988  1  Psych  Research  Unit  has  published  seven  research 
documents  consisting  of  five  Research  Notes,  one  Research  Report  and  one 
Technical  Note.
